New York, July 24. 

The West German Chan- 
cellor, Dr Konrad Adenauer, 
snid in an Interview publish- 
ed here today that all the 
powers should strive to 
abolish nuclear weapons, 
under ‘controls, 

After’ that, the reduction = in 
conventional weapons consider- 
ed necessary would follow en- 
tirgly of Itself, he added in the 
interview with Newsweck ma- 
gazinc. 

In the interview he was usk- 
ed his views on the suggested 
reduction in Nato forces. 

He replied: “You must add 
to this questlon the concurrent 
proposal to Increase strength in 
nuclear woapans, This fills me 
with much concern....if the 
main weight In future Is placed 
on nuclear wenpons, a tre- 
mendous danger will be = in- 
volved — that their use will 
immediutely provuke a world 
war.” 

Dr Adenauer said his Govern- 
ment wus preparing a note on 
Garman reunification to be sent 
to the Big Four powers. 

“Whether this will result in 
new discussions remains to be 
geen,” he added. “But I 
believe the question of rcuni- 
fication is so closely connected 
to that of disarmament that onc 
cannot expect ft to be resolved 
first, but concomitand to dis- 
armament,”—Reuter,

"HITS OUT AGAIN |

In the days when things weren't ter- 


ribly rosy in Britain’s soccer garden, Secretary Sir Stanley Rous, along with his fellow 
FA councillors, was branded as “old fashioned”, devoid of ideas to litt British soccer 


out of the mire. 


In actual fact Sir Stanicy is quite a guy. 


Last season he shook the world in general and the Football League in parti- 


cular with his revolutionary proposals for n new National League 


ting of dead-wood in the football forest. 


Those proposals received the 
coldest of cold shoulders. But 
Str Stanley was not dismayed. 

Now tn his forthright manner 
be has hit out again, (FA Year 
Book, Helnemana, 3/64). This 
time Sir Stanley recommends in 
4 four-polnt plan the reducing 
of League ant Cup Axtures to 
make room for more matches 
against overseas teams; friendly 
games to replace the tradillona! 
‘trial matches before cach season, 
the three Services to be asked 
to allow first-class players on 
National Service to appear re- 
gularly on Saturday afternoons 
for the nearest senior club to 
where they are stationed, and a 
national youth league or series 
of regional youth leagues to 
cater for youngsters not ready 
for frst or reserve team football. 

BRIGHTER FIXTURES 

Sir Stanley says that improved! 
ongankation plus brighter and 
more Imaginative fixtures can 
help to overcome some of the 
difficulties, but that in the long 
run whit counts is the quality 
of the football, “I'm sure," he 
says, “that one of the reasons 
people fuck to schoolboy tun 
youth games is that they feel 
they are likely to provide piay 
which is skilful, fresh, and’ 
attractive.”

The owner of the Eurasia
